CALIFORNIA. 


SAN FBANCISOO, Nov. 2.—One peculiar 
feature of the present political campaign 
in California is the number of indepen- 
dent parties that have sprung into exi«- 
tence. 
There are five state tickets in 
the field, democrats, republican, prohi- 
bition, American party and the anti- 
oooiie. 


In San Francisco there are no 
than 
twelve municipal tickets, some 
styling themselves representatives of the 
labor interests, others being an expres- 
sion of the anti Boss rule. 


SAN FBAJJCISOO, NOV. 2.—The weather 
is clear and cool and the elections are 
proceeding quietly. 
A heavy vote is 
being polled. 
The American ticket is 
catting considerable of a figure on the 
rote in this city. 
It was supposed at 
first that the American vote would only 
draw from the republican party, but it 
is now known that it is drawing from 
both sides. 
The many tickets in the 
field cause heavy scratching. 
The vote 
in the city and throughout the state will 
be very close. 


CHICAGO. 


OHICAOO, 
NOV. 2.—The weather in 
Uiis city and throughout the state is 
magnificent, with a present prospect of 
continuing through the entire day. 
It 
is estimated that at 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing fully one-half of the registered votes 
had been cast. 
There are two labor 
tickets in the field, the United Labor 
and Labor League. 
The former is sup- 
posed to represent larg:ely the socialists, 
and, with the exception of the candi- 
dates for judges of the county courts, 
has independent nominees for all state 
and county offices. The Labor league 
ticket contains the names of the repub- 
lican and democratic nominees. 
Both 
labor tickets are receiving a fair number 
of votes. 


Reports from various points in Iowa, 
Missouri, 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and 
Dakota early this morning indicate fair 
and cool weather.

2 —At the Central 
Labor union headquarters to-day there 
was great activity from early morning. 
The tianagere spoke confidently f f sue- 
o ^s f r the George ticket. 
Ft o n an 
early hour Henrv George, Rev. Dr. 
McGlynn, Eev. Dr. Kramer and Mr. 
Powderly drove about to the polls in a 
carriage. 
Dr. vlcGlynn said he was de- 
lighted at the 
strength 
which Mr. 
George had developed and he was san- 
guine the labor candidate wculd be the 
next mayor. 
Mr. George appeared jub- 
ilant. 


At Tammany hall everything looked 
well ior the entire democratic ticket. 
From the Twenty-third assembly dis- 
trict word came that the united demo- 
crats were holding their own and the 
same was the case in the Twentieth dis- 
trict. 
It was said it looked very much 
as if George ran ahead of Roosevelt, but 
there was no fear of his equalling 
Hewitt's vote. 
In the east and west dis- 
tricts Mr. George was polling a heavier 
vote than expected, but these were dis- 
tricts principally inhabited by the labor- 
ing classes. 


The reports received at Irving hall 
headquarters professed to predict suc- 
cess for the George and Nooney tickets. 


At the headquarters of the county 
democracy it was estimated that George 
would only poll about 45,000 to 50,000 
and Roosevelt would be behind George. 


At Roosevelt's 
headquarters things 
have been lively this morning. 
Elihu 
Root, chairman of the republican coun- 
ty committee, was there early and gave 
instructions to a special committee of 
twenty of the republican club, who was 
scattered over the city to see how things 
were going on. 
By 11 o'clock Root had 
heard from most of these gentlemen 
and he said, from all reports, Roosevelt 
was receiving a hearty support from the 
party tbroughout th J city. 
Root admit- 
ted that from two assembly districts he 
nad received dispatches 
stating that 
parts of the ticket were being sold, but 
in neither of these districts, he asserted 
would this crooked work eflect Roose- 
velt 


Reports have also been received that 
George is polling a heavy vote. 
As this 
is said to be coming almost enterely from 
democrats, the feeling at the republicaij 
headquarters at this hour is very hope 
ful. The people there are very happy 
over the fine weather and Roosevelt, who 
came down early, is feeling very confi- 
dent. 


All reports received at the democratic 
headquarters up to noon in the city in- 
dicated that Hewitt, for mayor, wae 
running ahead of his ticket.

The weather to-day was all that the 
most fastidious could desire and all the 
prospects were for an enormously large 
vote for an "off year," as it is customary 
to style theee intermediate elections 
Both parties had their "ward workers 
out and carriages and vehicles were 
plentiful enougii to convey every voter 
in the city to the polls. 


Some four or five different styles 
tickets were ' »peddled" and "pasters 
and pencils were freely used by the dis 
tinguished freeman to such an extent 
that it bodes a long and tedious session 
for the election boards. 


In mo3t precincts a big vest-pocket 
vote was cast and surmises as to the 
complexion of the balloting can beat be 
formed from tha observations of a SEN 
TivEL representative, who made 
the 
rounds of the precincts after dinner: 


Firtt ward.—In 
the first precinct 
heavy vote was being polled and «onsid 
erable scratching by both parties. 
White supporter claimed that White had 
as many votes in the box as Lowry 
while a democratic worker thought that 
Lowry was a few ahead. 
In the second 
precinct a light vote was being polled 
and the tickets were running about 
even. 


Second ward.—In the first precinct 
a big crowd surrounded the polls and 
there seemed to be more workers than 
voters. 
The democratic state and coun- 
ty tickct seemed far in the lead, while 
Lowry was being cut by democrats. A 
prominent democrat remarked that he 
had never seen so many vest pocket 
votes in his life. 
He hoped they were 
all straight democratic tickets. 
In the 
second precinct there is some scratching 
and the republicans are doing some 
hard work, but the democrats are away 
in the lead, with Lowry about even with 
the rest. 


Third ward —In the first precinct 
large vote was being polled and consid- 
erable scratching, though it was difficult 
to find out who was being slaughtered. 
In the second precinct a light vote was 
being polled and it was hard to tell how 
it was going, though their seemed to be 
but little scratching. 


Fourth ward.—In the first precinct 
everything seemed to be democratic, 
though a very light vote was being 
polled. 
Lowry was running with his 
ticket. 
Willis Maier was there and he 
seemed to be getting some democratic 
votes. 
In the second precinct there was 
much scratching indulged in by both 
parties and like the second ward there 
seemed to be too many vest pocket votes 
to form any decision how things are go 
ing. 
A democratic worker thought there 
was about twice as many democratic 
votes in the box as republican. 


Fifth ward—In the first precinct 
the

The National Brotherhood 
of 
Railvray 
Brakemen is the youngest of the several rail- 
way organizations. 
I t was founded on S e p t 
23, 1883. 
A t the recent convention a t San 
Antonio, Tex., 244 lodges were represented, 
being ac increase of 80 per cent, since the 
gathering of the year previous. 
The mem- 
bership is now nearly 15,000, and embraces 
men employed on nearly every large railway 
in the United States. The aims and purposes 
of the organization are set forth in the follow- 
ing preamble: 


To unite the railroad brakemen, to promote 
their general welfare and advance their interests 
—social, moral and intellectual; to protect their 
families by the exercise of a systematic benevo- 
lence, very needful in a calliniir so hazardous as 
ours, this fraternity has been organized. 


Persuaded that it is for the interest, both of our 
members and their employers, that a good under 
standing should at all times exist between the 
two, it will be the constant endeavor of this or- 
ganization to establish mutual confidence, and 
create and maintain harmonious relations. 


ORATfD 8ECRXTABT B. F. O'SHEA. 


Though each member contributes by "so- 
briety, industry and benevolence"—the motto 
of the order—to the success of the brotherhood, 
•till the real hard work and greatest responsi- 
bility r ^ t s on Edward F. O'Shea, the grand 
secretary and treiisurer of the order; and so 
faithfuli.v' has he performed the trust that his 
portrait will be of interest to the follower of 
the rail everywhere. 
Mr. O'Shea is but 36 
years of age. 
He graduated from the West- 
ern Business college, in his native town of 
Galesburg, Ills. 
He began work as a brake- 
man, and i m m ^ i a t e l y sought to study out a 
plan for the bettering of the condition of his 
fellow workmen. 
He was a delegate to the 
first convention of the Brakemen's brother- 
hood. 
On Feb. 10, 1885, he was appointed to 
his present position, when he found the or- 
ganization sadly in debt, through the dis- 
honesty and inefficiency of his predecessors. 
His success in putting the oi der on a solid 
financial 
basis resulted in his election to his 
present office for the term of thi-ee years. 


During its brief existence this brotherhood 
has paid over $100,000 to the families of dead 
and disabled members.

An element of the daring and the romantic 
played aliout the name of Ca.ssius Marcellus 
C l a y

relative of the great 
Kentucky o r a t o r 
and statesman, and 
he was a go(xl deal 
of a man himself. 
H e 
was b o m 
in 
Kentucky 
in 1810 
and graduated

18S3, 
It may have 
been his northern 
e d u c a t i o n , or it 
m a y 
have 
been 
something else, that made an Abolitionist of 
him. 
But an Abolitionist he l>ecame, in the 
days when to be that meant to take one's life 
in his band. 


Mr. Clay made anti-slavery speeches in the 
very heart of Kentucky. 
He was over (> feet 
high, with piercing black eyes, a giant of 
physical strength and as brave if not as bul- 
lyish as he was big. 


At first in making his stump speeches he 
went about the country unarmed. 
Then, 
after his life had been repeatedly in danger, 
he got a Bowie knife. 
With it he let the life 
out of a man named Turner, who attacked 
him at one of his meetings. 


He was a b o m 
fighter 
and this tendency 
came uppermost in many brawls, duels and 
fisticuffs. 
He was ready to fight a t a wink 
and was not particular as to the manner of 
it. 
In 18(51 he cast his weight, and there was 
considerable of it, physically and intellec- 
tually, with the n o r t h 
He was a Democrat, 
but he was an Abolitionist and a war Demo- 
crat. 


He never entered the army, however, but 
preferred to do his fighting in a private ca- 
pacity. 
Soon after the war he was minister 
to Russia, under a Republican administra- 
tion. 
He is now a 
i5emocrat again 
and 
wishes to. re-enter political life. 


He has lately published some of his remin- 
iscences in a volume of 600 pages, to be fol- 
lowed by another like one. 
Up to his 69th 
year he went about armed always, but in 
these piping times of peace he probably finds 
nothing worth fighting about.

A BIGJLAZE. 


The Street Railivay Horse and Car Sta- 
bles Devoiired by Flames—The 
Loss and Insurance. 


Last evening, just after 6 o'clock, 
flames shot from the Street Railway 
company's horse and car stables, near 
the south depot. 
There was some dtlay 
in sending in an alarm and a consequent 
delay in the arrival of the firemen, so 
that the fire ran along the frame struc- 
ture quicker almost than it takes to tell 
it. 
The horses, street coaches and mov- 
able paraphernalia were taken out and 
saved, but the stable and its contents 
were completely destroyed, despite the 
efforts of the firemen, who are not re- 
sponsible for the tardiness referred to, 
although seme people censured them. 


The Pittsburg fire company responded 
from the shops and assisted in protect- 
ing the McKinnie house and buildings 
east of the blazing stable from the heat 
and cinders. 


The 
frame coal 
sheds of 
Mr. 
James Fox, on the west side, were 
burned down and the livery stable of 
Pearse Bros, 
and 
buildings adjacent 
were also threatened. 
The coal sheds 
were used by Wilson & Son, or rather 
the Fort Wayne Coal company. 


The debris smouldered and smoked all 
night long and had to be watched closely. 
This morning the department ran to 
the scene a second time as the timbers 
blazed up and threatened to do harm. 
They were easily quenched. 


Chief Hilbrecht estimates the loss to 
the street railway company at S6.000, 
but the offioers of the company put 
their loss at $7,000, and it is only par- 
tially covered by an insurance of $1,300 
held in the Pennsylvania Fire Insurance 
company, represented by James E. Gra- 
ham, and $1,200 in companies represent- 
ed by S. C. Lumbard. 


The horses, street cars and movable 
stuff were also insured m other com- 
panies represented by Mr. 
Lumbard, 
but no ¡dtmage was iiflieted on them 
and the street car company cannot real- 
ize enough from the insurance to cover 
their losses. 


Mr. James Fox will lose $200 on th; 
coal shed and Messrs Wilson & Son will 
lose as much on its contents, wood and 
coal. 
They carried no insi/ranee. 


Superintendent Pearse says the com- 
pany will replace the burned stables at 
once by a fine brick structure. 
He says 
the company's loss is fully $7,000, count- 
ing the immense loft of hay, 600 bushels 
of oats, the feed cutters aud steamers 
and such as go with a big stable. 
He 
eays there was no fire in the barn, no 
one went into the loft with a light and 
he believes some one tossed a lighted ci- 
gar or a locomotive spark flew into the 
rear window. 


The street car horses aie temporarily 
harbored at Briusley's feed yard on 
Pearl street, and Supt. J. W. Pearse had 
every tar running on schedule time al 6 
o'clock this morning. 


Since yesterday the Wabash shops are 
running only nine hours a day. 


The receipts of the PennBylvania com- 
pany at their freight oiiice here during 
the month of October amounted to $80,- 
634.84.
